PASTURE FOR COWS. 
Silo a Groat Help In Solving Summer 
Feeding Problem. 
j At this season of (lie year there is 
nothing mor** important in the con­ 
sideration of dairy matters than that 
which pertains to the*feeding of cows 
i through tin* euming summer and next 
. fall and winter, says the Kansas Farm­ 
er. It may l*e conceded without argil 
I uicut that low yields of uiiik cows are 
lue largely to poor feeding. The lu*st 
of our common cows will yield a satis 
factory profit if fed us they should be. 
These cows almost invariably do well 
when they freshen iu udvauce of good 
pasture and wlieu they have a chance 
to feed ou that kind of pasture. This 
should lie a sufficient hint that un im­ 
pound step iu the production of 
, ihuudaut milk is that which will afford 
good pasture for the cows. 
We have said that the pasture season 
¡could he made earlier by seeding rye ’ 
the fall of the year and which r.\<\ 
-.own early enough, will most * 
:ive some fall pasture and it w ill . 
ways give the earliest pasture iu lL> 
•priug. ILit If rye was not sow n hi t 
'all the l*e->t chance for early spring 
i.tsture is afforded through early sown 
•ats. Spring sown winter wheat will 
iiford spring pasture and also summer 
•astillo. These two grains seeded as 
pasture will save the wild grass pas­ 
ture. The cow* can be withheld frMn 
Ids until the wild grass Is good. 
The extra start In the spring afford 
■d by keeping the cows off iho wild 
grass w ill make su-h pasture better all 
through the season. 
We cannot think of summer feeding 
without thlnkji g of the silo, and we 
annot refrain front again mentioning 
|r. The dairy farmer who has n «Ho 
nd who Iim> silage enough to carry his 
tork until pastures are good la Indeed 
fortunate.
